1 . Applicant's amendment after final filed on 9/22/03 has been entered. Claims 1 , 7, 
14-31 have been amended. Claims 3 and 9 have been canceled. Application is now in 
condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-8, and 10-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendment has persuaded the examiner to place this application in condition for 
allowance. Claims 1 and 7 are independent claims and they contain a ceramic reflector 
which the ceramic is composed of any material selected from the group consisting of 
AI2Q3, 2Mgo.Si02.Mqo.Si02, Zr02.Si02 .Ti02.SiC. S\zN4. and cermet. This limitation 
was not found in the prior art of record.
